Reconsideration of Claims 20, 24, and 28 rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112 because each recites the limitation "interlevel 
dielectric layer" that lacks sufficient antecedent basis, said 
reconsideration based on Canceled Claims 20, 24, and 28, and on 
the following remarks. 

Claims 20, 24, and 28 have been canceled to thereby 
eliminate the problem an antecedent basis. 

Reconsideration of Claims 20, 24, and 28 rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112 because each recites the limitation "interlevel 
dielectric layer" that lacks sufficient antecedent basis, said 
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reconsideration based on Canceled Claims 20, 24, and 28, and on 
the above remarks. 

Applicants have reviewed the prior art made of record and 
not relied upon and have discussed their impact on the present 
invention above.
